Urges Law 
for Local 
Govt. Staffs

HOUSTON ( A P ) - The presi- 


dent of the nation's biggest un- 
ion of public workers urged 
leaders of his 550,000-member 
organization today to switch 
their lobbying emphasis from 
the states to Congress to win a 
national labor law 
covering 


state, county and city employ- 
es. 


"The big crop game is now in 


the nation's capital," said Jer- 
ry Wurf, head of the AFL-CIO 
American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employ- 
es. 


Wurf told some 1,500 dele- 


gates to the union's convention 
that membership in various 
public 
employe unions 
was 


growing by leaps and bounds 
despite 
state 
laws 
that 


frequently 
discourage 
unions 


and sometimes send their lead- 
ers to jail for striking. 


"All the laws being passed in 


all the states are lousy," Wurf 
said. 


Some states have eased their 


laws against unions as a result 
of union pressure, "but the best 
law in these United States is an 
unfair law, tilted in favor of 
employers," he said. 


"The only way we will get 


justice is when we get a nation- 
al law," he said. "State laws 
still give the upper hand to the 
employer." 


The union has been lobbying 


for a bill in Congress that 
would require states and their 
political subdivisions to recog- 
nize and bargain with unions. 


Wurf said his union also in- 


sists on the right to strike, but 
would be willing to experiment 
with voluntary arbitration to 
settle labor disputes.

different. 


1. Bilateral Relations 
Guided by the desire to place 


U.S.-Soviet relations on a more 
stable and constructive founda- 
tion, and mindful of their re- 
sponsibilities for maintaining 
world peace and for facilitating 
the relaxation of international 
tension, the two sides adopted a 
document 
entitled: 
"Basic 


Principles of Mutual Relations 
Between the United States of 
America and the Union of So- 
viet 
Socialist 
Republics," 


signed on behalf of the U.S. by 
President Nixon and on behalf 
of the U.S.S.R. by General Sec- 
retary Brezhnev. 


Both sides are convinced that 


the provisions of that docu- 
ments open new possibilities for 
the development of peaceful re- 
lations and mutually beneficial 
cooperation between the U.S.A. 
and the U.S.S.R. 


Having 
considered 
various 


areas of bilateral U.S.-Soviet 
relations, the two sides agreed 
that an improvement of rela- 
tions is possible and desirable. 
They expressed their firm in- 
tention to act in accordance 
with the provisions set forth in 
the above-mentioned document. 


As a result of progress made 


in negotiations which preceded 
the summit meeting, and in the 
course of the meeting itself, a 
number of significant agree- 
ments were reached. This will 


intensify bilateral cooperation 
in areas of common concern as 
well as in areas relevant to the 
cause 
of peace 
and 
inter- 


national cooperation. 


Limitation of Strategic Arma- 


ments 


The two sides gave primary- 


attention to the problem of re- 
ducing the danger of nuclear 
war. They believe that curbing 
the competition 
in strategic 


arms will make a significant 
and tangible contribution to this 
cause. 


The two sides attach great 


importance to the treaty on the 
limitation of anti-ballistic mis- 
sile systems and the interim 
agreement on certain measures 
with respect to the limitation of 
strategic offensive arms con- 
cluded between them. 


Those agreements, 
which 


were concluded as a result of 
the negotiations in Moscow, 
constitute a major step towards 
curbing and ultimately ending 
the arms race. 


They are a concrete ex- 


pression of the intention of the 
two sides to contribute to the 
relaxation of international ten- 
sion and the strengtheing of 
confidence between states, as 
well as to carry out the obliga- 
tion assumed by them in the 
Treaty on the Nonproliferation 
of Nuclear Weapons Article VI. 
Both sides are convinced that 
the achievement of the above 
agreements is a practical step 
toward saving mankind from 
the threat of the outbreak of 
nuclear war. Accordingly, it 
corresponds to the vital inter- 
ests of the American and Soviet 
peoples as well as to the vital 
interests of all other peoples. 


The two sides intend to con- 


tinue to active negotiations for 
the limitation of strategic offen- 
sive arms and to conduct them 
in a spirit of good will, respect 
for each others legitimate inter- 
ests an-observance of the prin- 
ciple of equal secutiry. 


Both sides are also convinced 


that the agreement on meas- 
ures to reduce the risk of out- 
break of nuclear war between 
the U.S.A. and the U.S.S.R., 
signed in Washington Sep. 30, 
1971, 
serves the interest not 


only of the Soviet and Ameri- 
can peoples, but of all man- 
kind. 


Commercial and Economic 


Relations 


Both sides agreed on mea- 


sures designed to establish more 
favorable conditions for devel- 
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oping commercial and oth- 
er economic ties between the 
U.S.A. and the U.S.S.R. They 
agree that realistic conditions 
exist for increasing economic 
ties. These ties should develop 
on the basis of mutual benefit 
and in accordance with gener- 
ally 
accepted 
international 


practice. 


Believing that these aims 


would be served by conclusion 
of a trade agreement between 
the U.S.A. and the U.S.S.R., the 
two sides decided to complete 
in the near future the work nec- 
essary to conclude such an 
agreement. They agreed on the 
desirability of credit arrange- 
ments to develop mutual trade 
and of early efforts to resolve 
other financial and economic is- 
sues. It was agreed that a lend- 
lease settlement will be nego- 
tiated concurrently with a trade 
agreement. 


In the interrest of broadening 


and facilitating commercial tics 
between the two countries, and 
to work out specific arrange- 
ments, the two sides decided to 
create a U.S.-Soviet joint com- 
mercial commission. Its first 
meeting will be held in Moscow 
in the summer of 1972. 


Each side will promote the 


establishment of effective work- 
ing arrangements between or- 
ganizations and firms of both 
countries and encouraging the 
conclusion of long-term 
con- 


tracts. 


Maritime Matters, Incidents 


at Sea 


The two sides agreed to con- 


tinue the negotiations aimed at 
reaching 
an 
agreement 
on 


maritime and related matters. 
They believed that such an 
agreement would mark a posi- 
tive step in facilitating the ex- 
pansion of commerce between 
the United State and the Soviet 
Union. 


Cooperatii in Science 
and 


Technology 


It was recognized that the co- 


operation now under way in 
areas such as atomic energy 
research, 
space 
research, 


health and other fields benefits 
both nations and has contrib- 
uted positively to their over-all 
relations. It was agreed that in- 
creased .scientific and technical 
cooperation on the basis of mu- 
tual benefit and shared effort 
for common goals is in the in- 
terest of both 
nations 
and 


would contribute to a further 
improvement in their bilateral 
relations.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pen- 


tagon sources say the North 
Vietnamese appear to have 
shifted surface-to-air missiles 
back into the Hanoi-Haiphong 
region to strengthen defenses 
against heavy U.S. bombing. 


Early this year, Hanoi con- 


centrated nearly two-thirds of 
its 44 antiaircraft-missile bat- 
talions in the North Vietnamese 
panhandle, between the 20th 
Parallel and the demilitarized 
zone, in preparation for the in- 
vasion of South Vietnam across 
the DMZ. 


Some of those SAM battalions 


harassed American warplanes 
when they tried to stem the 
North 
Vietnamese 
advance. 


One of the 
battalions 
was 


moved into South Vietnam. 


Pentagon sources say the 


redeployment of SAM battal- 
ions northward began after big 
U.S. air raids on targets close 
to Hanoi and Haiphong in mid- 
April, which marked a return 
to the type of bombing cam- 
paign carried on by the United 
States against North Vietnam 
before the Johnson adminis- 
tration ordered it halted in late 
1968. 


By early May, sources said, 


five battalions had been moved 
from the panhandle into the 
heavily populated Red River 
delta region 
which includes 


Hanoi and Haiphong. And the 
battalion 
which 
had 
been 


pushed forward into South Viet- 
nam was pulled north of the 
DMZ once again.

the 1973 fiscal year little more 
than a month away, it looks as 
if the government will revert to 
its usual hand-to-mouth budget 
until Congress wraps up the an- 
nual appropriations bills. 


Of all 
federal government 


functions, only Congress itself 
may be fully funded when the 
new fiscal year begins July 1. 


The only appropriations bill 


which has cleared both the 
House and Senate is one setting 
spending for Congress and re- 
lated functions at $514.7 million 
for the year. But even that has 
been stalled by a disagreement. 


The House voted money to 


extend the west front of the 
Capitol; the Senate has refused 
to go along. 


Appropriations bills for the 


executive and Judicial branches

Astronaut Tells of ESP 
Experiments on Moon Visit 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark. (AP) - 


The sixth man to walk on the 
moon, Capt. Edgar Mitchell of 
the Apollo 14 moon flight, feels 
that the next dimenstion of ex- 
ploration is man's innerself. 


"The inner dimenstions of life 


are far more fascinating than 
exploration 
of 
the 
physical 


world," Mitchell said. 


While on the moon in Febru- 


ary of last year, Mitchell con- 
ducted a series of extrasensory 
preception 
experiments 
with 


four unidentified men on earth. 


Mitchell, in Hot Springs this 


past weekend as a guest speak- 
er at the ESP Workshop spon- 
sored by the ESP Foundation in 
Little Rock, said in an inter- 


view the experiments were a 
success. 


"The incomparable novelty of 


the test situation is beyond 
doubt the main advantage of 
this particular experiment," he 
said in a paper in the June 1971 
issue of the Journal of Para- 
psychology. 


Last 
week 
Mitchell 
an- 


nounced his retirement at the 
age of 42. It came in con- 
junction with the cutback in 
funds to the space program. 
\ He declined to comment on 
his plans for the future. 


\In the past, Mitchell said 


people have regarded his ESP 
experiments "sceptically, but 
they cannot dismiss me." 


Mitchell has his doctorate 


from MIT, two honorary doc- 
torates and two bacherlors' de- 
grees. 


Switching back to the explor- 


ation of one's innerself, Mit- 
chell said that "science has to 
expand its methodiology." Sci- 
ence has not been up "to ex- 
ploration and experimentation 
on this level." 


Mitchell said his own sensi- 


tivity was expanded during the 
flight to the moon and after- 
wards. He describes the occur- 
ance as an "insight" not un- 
similar to "what the young 
people who have experimented 
with drugs and cult ways have 
talked about."

Food Stamp Program Termed Success

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


nation's $2-billion-a-year 
food 


stamp program, aimed primar- 
ily at helping feed needy fami- 
lies, also is turning into one of 
the Agriculture 
Department's 


most effective rural develop- 
ment programs. 


According to studies made of 


food stamp operations in three 
predominantly rural counties in 
Tennessee, Iowa and New Mex- 
ico, each $1 spent in federal 
funds generated between $1.20 
and $1.68 in additional local 
business. 


Qualified families buy food 


stamps at fees based on their 
incomes and number of mem- 
bers. Then, under a formula, 
additional stamps or bonuses 
art given free to help increase 
purchasing power at retail food 
stores. 


Nationally, a participant gets 


about $10 worth of food stamps 
for each $4.50 he spends on 


them. 


The food stamp study, pub- 


lished in a report by the Eco- 
nomic Research Service, was 
based on operations during 1970 
in Haywood County, Term.; Ap- 
panoose 
County, 
Iowa 
and 


Chaves. County, N.M. 


"In each county." the report 


said, "the wholesaling sector 
had to increase iti. output to 
provide additional inputs to the 
food retailing sector. Suppliers 
to the wholesaling sector, in 
turn, had to increase iheir out- 
put."
